Area of Low Pressure in the 
Interior Responsible For 
Chilly Weather 

A rear fine to F. Napier Denison, 
superintendent of the Meteorolo¬ 
gical Observatory, the rhltl. dry¬ 
ing winds which have been blow¬ 
ing over Victoria and vicinity 
during the last ten days are dying 
down and real summer weather 
will again rarer Victoria. 

"The trouble." said Mr. Denison, 
**wee due to the fact that the In¬ 
terior of the province had been **- 
periendng hot weather due to a low 
barometer, while Victoria had a fairly 
high barometer." 

The reeult of thio baa been the 
formation of an area of low premure 
over the Interior, resulting In winds 
from the Pacific blowing towards the 
Coast. These wlnda. blowing over the 
ocean, are naturally cold and usually 
rain-bearing, mid Mr. Denison. 

Victoria motives the full force of 
these wlnda as they sweep In. 

Mr. Denison said the barometer 
along the Coast was gradually falling 
to equal that of the interior. A day 
or two at the most spquld eliminate 
th* tow pressure area of the interior 
and fret Victoria of the uncomfort-
